abomination ; on the other ſide let the Peace-maker re- 
joyce; for if they That ſup diſcord among Brethren, are a 
abomination tothe Lord, then they that plant love, and ſet con- 
cord among Brethren arehis chiefe delight: which conſtitutes 
our ſecond part, v/z. the courteons Compellation. Bre- 
thren, leading us to our third part , the ſweet infinuarion. 
I beſeech you by the mercy of God, 

In this laſts of the firſt generall part , we will examine 
two things in particular. 

1. Themanner of the inſinnation. 7 Zeſeech you. 
2. The Matter. By the mercy of God. 

Firſt, the Manner, intheſe words. 

I beſeech you. What can bee more powerfull, more for- 
cibleto allure and winn the hearts of men to obedience, 
which is meerly the Apoſtles end,then ſuch a ſweet expreſ- 
fion > / beſeech you. If any objeR, and ſay» What neceſſitie 
was there, that Pau! ſhould be thus humbly earneſt, they 
being Chriſtian Romans, people full of excellent know- 
ledge, and toevery good thing moſt willing ? 

True S. Paul doth write tothem, who areendowed with 
ſpirituall gifts,to them, who by grace are willing, noon 

| an- 
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ſtanding Paz! knowing that even the beſt men are ſſug- 
giſh, and ſlacke to good things, and that they need forct- 
ble exhortations to move and ſtir them up; the Apoſtle 
therefore comes (like himſelfe) meckly. 7 beſtech you ; and 
the Romans gladly and willingly receive his godly deſire; 
they ſay not (with prophane £ aodrcea) wee arerich, and 
know enough of cheſe things ; no, that had beene the way 
to have beene beggers for ever : yet wee know what hath 
beene, it was the exploded Argument; and it is aſſumed 
ſtillby ſome: (1) -z il eft drum, quod nn fit dictum prins : 
where, or what, ſhall wee heare, that we have not heard or 
known? This: Objetion- whether framed by the heart on- 
ly (which is deceitfull).or by heart and tongue joyntly; be- 
wrays ignorance, and want of knowledge in ſpirituall 
rhings. All men ſhould know, that the Scripture is like a 

plentifull Mine, 1n which the deeper wee dig, the vein of 
| heavenly truths proves ſtill the richer ; hence1s it, that the 
Saintsof God inall ages have complained of, and confeſſed 
their ignorance, and continually prayed with the man af- 
ter Gods owne heart, O teach me the way of thy ſlatutes, and 
open mine eyes, that 1 may ſee the wonderfull things of thy L aw: 
the Romans (to whom our Apoſtle dires himſelfe) knew 
that it was their duty to improve their talent of wiſdome, & 
ſpirituall underſtanding 3 fo, ir is the duty of every good 
man to improve his talent of knowledge, and ſpirituall 


gifrs, according to that ſaying, r 7im.g. to meditate o# , Tin, ,. 
thoſe things he readeth, and heareth, that bis profiting may ap- x5 
peare to all : and to grow in orace,and in the knowledge of onr <4 IIS 


Lord and Saviour Teſw Chrift, admit that the Chriſtian 
Romans ſhould have learned no new thing by divers of 
Saint Pauls Sermons, yet this would not have excuſed their 
orofle careleſneſſe; in caſe they had negle&ed their duty 
« of hearing ; for, inſtruction of ignorance is not the onely 
< endof hearing ; there are many others; asto glortfic God, 
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rocbmtenance the Miniſtry! of his Word'by their pre- 
ſence, toehcourage others to the diligent art{-conflant hea- 
ring of the Word, by their example, who happily may 
more necd inftru&ion then themſelves; agzine, tharmen 
may be put in mind of thoſe things which indeed they 
khew before,but either forgot,or madeas little uſe of chem, 
as if they had hever knowne them : Laſtly, to perform all 
religious duties in a better manier , that they may for the 
' fature receive more comfort intheirprivate devotions,and 
more benefit by the publick Miniftry of the Ordinances of 
our blefſed Lord and Maſter; thefeor the like confidera- 
tions made the rrriebeleeving Romans , as joyfull in obey-

and abuſive. The ſuperiour Spheres and thoſe Rars fixt in 
them, move regularly and uniformly ; they are the erra- 
tick and vagabond ſtars rhat wander from one Planet to a- 
nother, and are withour order; nay, there is an Antipathy 
between them, and Regularitieor Yaiformity: Laſtly, let 
us looke above the Heavens ; upon him q#7 reget fdera, 
that diſtfibutes to the ſtars their ſeverall influence; and is 
the firſt mover of them all ; He, even he himſelte is flow 
in his proceedings againſt rebellious ſinners : for example, 
ſee Jericho; behold Adam and Eve, God was longer in de- 
ftroying Jerzcho, then in creating the whole world. And 
when 44am and Eve had finned with a heigh hand,reach- 
ing the forbidden fruit, and _— it, it wasthe coole of the 
evening before the woice the Lord was heard inthe Garden, 
and the voice that was heard, was of God walking, rot run- 
ing. So true is that of Afoſes, Exod, 24. God is mercifull, 


Exod. 34 gracious, abundant in goodneſſe and truth, keeping mercy for 


thouſands, forgiving iniquity, and tranſoreſiion, and ſinne. 
Are all theſe Attributes in God, and can man be content to 
be without them , nay > to. have the contrary dwell within 


| him; tobemercileſſe, ungracious, abundanc inungodli- 


nefſe and falſhood, keeping malice for thouſands, forgiving 
noman, &c. nay» which yet cryeth Towdeſt in the eares of 
God and man; thinking himſelfe innocent, righteous, juſt 
and good ? 'Oh, let no man ( much leffe ſuch ) ſtand roo 

_—_ upon his owne innocencie and integrity;Ys laudab:- 
li wit e bominum, fi rmmata miſericordsa difeutias eam, woe be 
tothe commendable life of men, if it be fearcht inte without

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mercy, and ſcand exafly: the Cherubins themſelves conti- 
nually looke towards the Mercy-ſeat ; and if wee expet 
mercy at the hands of the God of meekneſſe, wee muſt 
meekly ſhew mercy : wherefore you(eſpecially you) whom 
God hath exalted above your fellowes ; remember that, no 
vertues are {o generally commended as meekneſſe,and mer- 
cy ; true wiſdome conſiſts herein, wirneſſe the ſpirit of 
God, Jam... the wiſedome that is from above is firſt pure, then 
peaceable,gentle, and eafie to be intreated, full of mercy and 
good fruits, and the fruit of righteouſneſſe is ſowne in peace of 
them that make peace: no fruit of the ſpirit, ſo ſweet and 
pleaſant as this: onthe contrary no fruit of the fleſh, ſo 
tart and bitter as jealouyfie and wrath , which God curſeth 
by the mouth of 7acob, Ger. gg. Curſed be their anger , far 


it was fierce, and their rage for it was cruel; but ontheother Ge,,,. 


ſide, blefſerh mecknefle by the mouth of our Saviour, Hat. 
5. Bleſſed are themeeke, for they ſhall taherit the earth:when 
theearth was curſed, it brought forth thornes, andthiſtles, 
and briars, which are good for nothing,but to be burned : 
wherefore, as we delire theblefſing of God) let us take heed 
of thornes, and thiſtles, and bryars, they are fruits of a cur- 
ſed earth: heare the counſell of Saint James. Let no root 
of bitterneſſe remaine in you, that yee may receive with meek- 
zefſe the ingrafced word, which ts able to ſave your ſoules ; our 
roots of bitterneſle are like ſo many Serpents, full of poy- 
ſon : andof all, wrath is the moſt fiery,which will ſer all in 
a combuſtion, if ir be not quenched by the infuſion of di- 
vine graces, eſpecially the graces of meckneſſe and mercy. 
Arittotle briefly defineth it genvie 3gy3s , the bridle of 
wrath ; which becauſe it is a paſſionof al) other moſt head- 
ſtrong, it requireth both a ſtrong curbe,and a skilfull Rider, 
how to prevent rhe occaſion of quarrelsand ſtop the paſſa- 
es of wrongs, to nip the ſeeds of diſcords ; this is a worke

thankfull obedience was ſhewed, Inthis place,St.Pas/ doth 
nor intend any legall ſecrifice, but onely that foritcs which 
is prs-3u7 Tha and thar, is alwayes of gracc; cither uniyer- 
ſally; or pricuatdy firſt, univerſally, fo is onely the 1a- 
erifice of Chriſt, ho «the Lambe of God that taktth away the 
ſonnes of the World, Secondly, the ſacrifice eyangelicall of 
grace particularly , is a framing , and: fafhioning ro. good 
woarkes, which are called ſacrifices, Heb. 13. And ſo, Sacri- 
fcjums, is (acrum faltam, an holy at done by faith,whereby 
we mortifie ſinne, and walke in.newneſle of Life ; for-the 
 facrifices of the old Law, were ſhadowes, not onely of the 
body, which was Chriſts facrifice on the Croſſe,. bur alſo 
types of. our ſpiritual ſacrifices ; as thus, there were meat- 
oftrings, which were atype,of our Almes-deeds: there were 
drinke-offerings ; which werea type,of our penitent reares:

hath a rotten heart towards God, his want of fincerity will 
intime be diſcovered, and his outſide be made as rotten as 
his infide, fraud and guile cannor goe long; bur it will be e-
